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HON. MR. PUGSLEY 
RINGS THE BELL 


Of Thirty Million Dollare |Expendi- 
ture in PublicWorks, Opposition 
Can Find Little to Criticize?

Ottawa, Mar, 1 Hon. A. B. Ayles- 
worth, minister of justice, introduced 
a bill in the House of Commons yes- 
terday afternoon amending the 8Su- 


preme Court act. He explained that 


at present cases were divided into 
three lists, mid Quebee and the 
rest of Canada, as proposed to 
change this to five ah : (1) Election, 
(2) western, (3) Maritime Provinces, 
(4) Quebee and (5) Ontario. Mr, Ayles- 
worth also introduced a resolution to 
remove the admiralty jurisdiction 
fromy the exchequer tothe provincial 
courts, with the object of simplytying 
the procedure and to make it more 
clear. The change is in accordance 
with the colonial courts of admiralty 
of 1890. * r 

W. M. German (Liberal, Welland), 
supported the motion, instancing a 
case where a tramp freighter jor Eur- 
ope did several thousand dollars’ 
worth of damage to the Welland canal 
and was in salt water before the ad- 
miralty court at Toronto took action. 
Had the circuit courts had the juris- 
diction the vessel could have been 
tied up within an hour. 

Public Works Expenditures. 

G. H. Perley (Conservative, Argen- 
teuil), moved a resolution that as the 
revenues belonged to the people of the 
country and should be expended in 
the public interests the House con- 
demns the expenditure on public 
works, which are really for the benefit 
of tavored corporations and private 
individuals. He said while the coun- 
try did not condemn spending — for 
legitimate needs it did condemn frit- 
tering away vast sums apparently for 
political ende and instanced the Dis- 
raeli wharf, \Which was really half a 
bridge and at which only ten boats 
called regularly. During the season 
of 1905 the publie works expenditure 
was $1,414,693, while in 1907 and 1908 
the total reached $9,844,243, There 
was searcely any public work kept 
within the estimates. 

Minister of Public Works. 


Hon.Mr. Pugsley, minister of public 
works, replied ‘that while probaly 
thirty million dollars were being spent 
by the public works department oi 
this government, yet the works the 
opposition” criticized did not amount 
to more than one-fourth of a million 
dollars. The department had three 
thousahd employees and it was natur- 
al that some of them should mak® tnis- 
takes. The figures would indicate that 
great care was exercised in the expen- 
diture by the departent. The western 
development necessitated many new 
post offices and public buildings, but 
he challenged the opposition to point 
out to one not required or to say the 
money spent in deepening the harbors 
and rivers should not be spent, The 
expenditure whs undoubtedly inereas- 
ed and would continue is Canada de- 
veloped. He pointed out that the On- 
tario and Quebee provincial govern. 
ments had thrown on federal should- 
ers the entire burden of the wharves, 
and concluded by saying that the op- 
position should remember the country 
districts were entitled to seme con- 
sideration in the expenditures. 

E. B. Osler, (Conservative, West To- 
ronto), claimed half the money spent 
on wharves was wasted, 


Scandalously Untrue. 


Hon. Mr. Fielding spoke briefly in 
defence of the expenditures in Nova 
Seotia. He said that the statement 
made by Mr, Osler as to the whary 
in that province was “scandalous 
untrue.”” 

Mr. R. L. Borden declared — that 
there had been wilful waste in Nova 
Scotia, particularly in Queens and 
Shelburne, Mr, Fielding’s constitu- 
eney. He charged that in the appro- 
priation of money for public works, 
there is absolutely no system in the 
expenditures, The system is guided 
solely by political expediency. 

The House adjourned at 2.25 o'clock 
this morning, Mr. Perley’s resolution 
being de -feated by a vote of 99 to 43.

ROSEBERRY TERMS 
SOCIALISM AN EVIL 


He Contrasts British and American 
Governments Indicating the For 
mer Is More Democratic—Urges 
Liberals To Onnose Protection 
and Sunport Free Trade. 


London, March 13,—Lord Rosebery 
sounded a strong hote against social- 
ism in Kngland to-day in the, course 
of an address before the Liberal 
League. He urged the league's sup- 
port of Imperialism, also free trade, 
characterizing protection as a great 
evil, great tyranny and great sonrer 
ot eorruption,” 

He declared it might be necessary 
some time tor the Liberal League to 
choose between allying itself with the 
protection party, or accepting social- 
ism, and he said in that case proteec- 
tion would be the lesser of two evils 

In contrasting the English sover- 
eignty with that of the United States, 
Lord Rosebery said: “There you will 
find a written constitution, not one 
syllable or letter which can net be 
altered withont grave and = [éngthy 
constitutional processes, You will find 
the veto in the hands of the presi- 
dent, not a veto that has fallen, but 
an active and vigorous element in its 
constitution. Here we have nothing 
but the feeble barriers of an heredi- 
tary eecond chamber, which it is now 
said ought to be entirely abolished, '

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HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
loss. 

Application for homestead entry mnst 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- | 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram auch 
application is to hate priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
ceived by mail. 

In case of ‘“personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant inust 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
}an individual until that application has 
been disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. | 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinguish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow-
